Aldermen Wander, Wiehe and Neu- | 
mann voted to report a bill, which 
strengthens the Health Department 
control over milk, to the Board of! 
Estimate and Apportionment. Chair- | 
man August Hi. Niederluecke and Al- | 
dermen Hirth and Uhlemeyer voted. 
to hold the bill for another week. 

The second bill, which is designed 
to improve the quality of milk, rests 
in the committee also, Alderman 
Wiehe learning by sounding that 
Niederluecke and _ his supporters 
would vote to hold it also. 

Niederluecke was chairman — of 
the Aldermanic ommittee which «a 
year ago investigated the quality of 
St. Louis milk and condemned it 
soundly. As chairman of the com- 
mittee he invited the United States 
Department of Agriculture to survey 
the city’s milk supply and pledged 
himself t» the chief of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry of the department 
that if the survey was made the city 
wruld take steps to correct the faults 
uncovered. The Federal agency made | 
the sur\ey with eight men over six 
weeks and reported that the supply 
was very unsatisfactory. 

Against More Inspectors. 

Niederluecke today spoke in oppo- 
sition to the bill increasing the num- 
ber of milk inspectors from two to 
16, on the ground that there was 
no money for the expenditure of 
$100,000 a year, which, he said, 
would be necessary. Health Com- 
missioner Starkloff pointed out that 
the expenditure in salaries would be 
about $50,000 a year. Alderman 
Neumann said that it was the func- 
tion of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, not that of the com- 
mittee, to determine whether funds 
for enforcement were available. 
Niederluecke said that he had been 
informed that funds would not be 
available.
